Anarchism-'—Socialism’s Most Dangerous Foe

iWn?t*.n (Of TkrRerAld.) 

T he footharjy exploits of tho 
McNamara brothers have 
cost the working class or¬ 
ganizations of this country dearly. 

The trial and incidentals of the 
prosecution of the McNfjniras 
alone cost more than $250,000, in 
bare cash. 

The prosecution of forty other 
labor leaders implicated in the 
criminal foolishness of the Mc¬ 
Namaras has added $250,000 to 
this bill 

The end of the mere money cost 


of this hare-brained conspiracy is 
not in sight. 

Half a million dollars have been 
taken from the pockets of'the or¬ 
ganized workers to pay lasryers' 
fees and court costs. This money 
should have been spent for the 
children and wives of the organ¬ 
ized workers, it should have main¬ 
tained their families during sick¬ 
ness and unemployment, it should 
have been a means of building up 
the labor press and strengthening 
and extending the labor organiza¬ 
tions. 

No intelligent worker would ob¬ 
ject to the spending of this money 
in defense of labor leaders, if this 


defense carried with it at least a 
moral victory for the labor or¬ 
ganizations. 

But this money is not only a 
dead loss, it has been spent with 
the result of essisting the enemies 
of organized labor to outwit the 
workers, to weaken the labor or¬ 
ganizations. to strike a crushing 
blow against all labor organiza¬ 
tions. 

Far more serious than the stulti¬ 
fying miatnanagement of the 
funda of organized labor will be 
the loss in moral and numerical 
strength, tho loss of respect among 
the masses of thinking citizens, 
the loss of oonfldenoe in the in¬ 


telligence and loyalty of labor 
leaders. 

he moral force of this defeat 
strikes at the vital point of the 
entire labor movement.. 

The rank and file of the Ameri¬ 
can labor unions win not easily 
forget that the men whom they 
elected for the most important po 
sitions of trust were ts smojthly 
trapped by the capitalist spies as 
a raw Rube is fleeced by a green- 
goods man. If these leaders were 
so ignorant and so incapable that 
they worked directly into the 
hands of the enemies of the work¬ 
ing class, then the question inev¬ 
itably presses for an answer: Are 


there any labor leaders that can 
be trusted and that intelli¬ 

gence and ability enough to van¬ 
quish the enemies of the working 
class? 

This quesfii i cannot be evaded 
by the Socia' it party, for there 
are members of the StKialist party 
who preach direct action and sabo¬ 
tage as a new and superior method 
of warfare against capital, and 
the Socialist party, as a matter of 
principle, has supported all at¬ 
tacked labor leaders with its funds, 
its press, its political strength. 

It is true that the Socialist party 
has by a great majority, repudiat-

WASHINGTON. D. C. — Hepre- 
eenutlve Victor L. Berger, came to 
the relief of settlers In tbe national 
forest reswvee In Montana, Idaho and 
other western states today, by propos¬ 
ing to the forest servloe a plan* which, 
if followed, will make Uncle Sam the 
timber broker for all homesteade r s 
who hare stuinpage for sale. 

Chief Forester Graves approves of 
ihe plan, and the legal department of 
the sert'lce Is now investigating to see 
If there Is any authority for such a 
plan. If there Is not, Berger will pro¬ 
pose Q 1 . In congress authorising it.

Bat neverthe¬ 
less tbe victory of the steel trust, 
of the Pinkertons, of tbe old party 
politicians over the direct action¬ 
ists in the American Federation of 
Labor, will also be considered by 
vast masses as a victory of these 
fo.ces over the Socialist party. 
The distrust created among or-'l 
ganized workers against their 
leaders will also include the 
spokesmen of the Socialist party,! 
because in spite of our paper dec-'^ 
larations against direct action and 
sabotage, many prominent direct 
actionists, some of them even in 
important official positions, are 
members of our party and impli¬ 
cate our party in their actions. 

So long as only Republican and 
Democratic labor leaders were 
caught in jackass methods of 
fighting the class struggle, the So¬ 
cialist party could point a-ith sativ 
faction to its long opposition to 
such methods aad could claim that 
such criminal ignorance was the 
direct result of old party train¬ 
ing. But when vrowei Socialists 
in positions of highest trust presch 
direct action and ubotage from 
the party platforms after all the 
bitter lessons of the recent dyna¬ 
mite trials, then we cannot evade 
tke responsibility for future 
crimes committed in the name of 
organized labor. 

Do we want to wait until promi¬ 
nent members of the party are 
caught in the same dragnet? Are 
we going to beat time and tem¬ 


porize with tbe ignarant and sus- 
picionk elements of oar party, un¬ 
til we find onselvea in the same 
undesiraMe position of defense in 
which the Americait Federation of 
Labor finds itself at a result of 
the dynamite conepirades? 

It is bad enongk that our indis- 
l^crimintte championship of every 
^accused labor leoder, sritliont thor¬ 
ough investigation, as a matter of 
extravagant and unhrtlthy adher¬ 
ence to a much abiued priaciple,,| 
naturally lays us to cunning 
attacks and easy orisiaterpreta- 
tion. Bad as tl^ ia, we could 
bear it, if at least onr own ranks 
were clean and solid against sucb 
insane methods. 

To compromise with inch meth¬ 
ods in our own party organiza¬ 
tion is downright suicide. 

It is almost inconceivable that 
any Socialist with a few years of 
party training and with some ex¬ 
perience in the economic side of 
ihe class struggle should serious¬ 
ly consider direct notion and sabo¬ 
tage as even a moderatiriy useful 
method to advancMut ioterests of 
working class organization and 
evolution. That any individual in 
a high position of oar party should 
do so, and do ib sritb perfect sin¬ 
cerity of conviction and purpose, 
is unbelievable. 

If sincere conviction dictates 
the advoci^ of direct action in 
sucb individuals, it can only be a 
conviction gained without serious 
study, a resalt of self-satisfied ig¬ 
norance of all fundamental forces 
in social evolution.
